WEIZMANN that one or other of the two bodies—the one seeking to 
upbuild Palestine upon Jewish National lines and with a Jewish 
National objective, the other to upbuild Palestine without a 
scintilla of regard to Jewish Nationalism, merely as a country in 
which Jews are to colonise—must prevail in Jewish work for Pales- 
tine. In this, as in so many other things, there is no room for 
diametrically opposed forces—you cannot serve God and Mammon. 
Nor can it have escaped him that the smashing of the Congress may 
in itself bring its train of sinister consequences, CROMWELL but 
dissolved a Parliament—and then, he was CromwWELL. Buteven he 
found, after all, that Parliament—the democratic representation 
of the people’s will—although it might be toyed with, could not be 
eliminated in such a national struggle as was then impending ia 
English history. It is curious to note in this connection 
how Dr. WEIZMANN, in order to excuse his support of his 
crazy Agency scheme, casts the responsibility for it upon 
the Congress, the effective existence of which is threatened 
by it. He knows well enough that Congress has never given 
a really free and untrammelled yote upon the proposal. In 
the document to which we have already alluded, he speaks of the 
Agency having been the means of scientifically investigating and 
testing Palestine by acknowledged experts. What, we would ask, 
have he and his Organisation been doing all the eleven years sinee the 
Balfour Declaration, ifitisa fact that until now no such investigation 
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has been made? Does Dr. WetzMANN wish us to understand that he has 
been leader of an Organisation that has been carrying on upon sheer 
blind hookey? What is useful for Zionist work in Palestine, has 
been, we imagine, fully revealed to the Organisation, and whatever 
experts may say can be, in comparison, of little moment compared 
to the urgency that exists for setting the foundations of the political 
rehabilitation of our people as a Nation. The answer of the true 
Zionist to all the reservations and limitations of experts must 
ever be: “ But it is our Land!” Dr. WEIZMANN speaks somewhat 
darkly of getting financial support from the members of the Agency 
financial support, if you please, fora National objectfrom those who 
are earnestly and conscientiously opposed to Mationalism! And 
finally he waxes eloquent about the Agency scheme involving the 
idea of “ the unification of all Israel, the consolidation of our people 
on one common task, the upbuilding of Palestine.” But he does 
not explain why the Congress, which was the body brought into 
being for this precise object, should not subserve the excellent 
purpose, and why it should be now supplanted by this will-o’-the-wisp 
Agency to be composed of a large proportion of Anti-Nationalists 
who, from the nature of things, will surely obtain control of the 
Organisation. That must, indeed, be a “de-souling’’ of the 
Movement, and it will be interesting to see how Dr. WEIZMANN is 
going to extricate himself from the engagements into which he 
has entered concerning his Agency, so as to carry out the 
determination he expressed and to which we refer. For the very 
soul of the Movement will have vanished with the setting 
up of the Jewish Agency. Dr. WetzMANwN looks to it for the money 
so essential to the carrying on of work in Palestine, But, the more 
such a device may bring into the coffers of the Organisation, the 
more certainly will the spirit of the Movement be killed by it. 
Dr. WEIZMANN, indeed, if he persists in his Agency scheme with 
this purpose, will, to employ a famous expression, crucify the 
Movement upon a cross of gold!

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The Rev. Morris Joseph. 


EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY. 

The Rev. Morris Joseph, Emeritus Minister of the West London 
Synagogue, attained his eightieth birthday on Monday last. 

Mr. Joseph was born on the 23th of May, 1345, being a son of the 
Rev. David Joseph, Minister of the Maiden Lane Synagogue, which was 
later absorbed by the Western Synagogue. He was appointed Minister 
and Secretary of the North London Synagogue in 1568, when tue synagogae 
was established, and six years later he was appointed Minister at the 
Old Hebrew Congregation, Liverpool. LUl-health led to his resignation 
from this office, and he remained in semii-retirement for some 
years. He was to have been appointed Minister of the Hampstead 
Synagogue, but the then Chief Rabbi (Dr. Hermann Adler) declined 
to sanction the appointament, on the ground that Mr. Joseph's views 
were not sufficiently orthodox. Shortly afterwards he was elected 
Senior Minister of the West London Synagogue of British Jews, a post 
which he held with distinction until his retirement in 1922, when he was 
made Emeritus Minister. Mr. Joseph isthe author of “ Judaism as Creed 
and Life,” which has now become a classic. 

On the occasion of his birthday, Mr. Joseph was the recipient ofa 
large number of congratulatory messages conveying the respect and 
esteem in which he is held, including messages from the Senior Warden 
and Committee of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, and from the 
Preachers’ Conference'and Union. From the Council of his Congregation, 
in association with his colleague, the Rev. Vivian G. Simmons, he received 
the gift of an old silver tray (dated 1732) and a pair of old silver sugar 
tongs. The Senior Warden (Mr. Julian G. Lousada) accompanied the gift 
with a personal letter, in which he said: 

In the absence of the Chairman of the Council abroad Iam writing in the 
name of the whole Council and Dir. Simmons to wish vou many happy returns 
ofthe 28th.

PALESTINE PRODUCTS AND ZIONIST! FUNCTIONS. 


\t practically every function organised to provide funds for Fretz 


jisrac’ there is to be found a Palestine stall, which invariably increases 
the popular conception of the prohibitiveness. of its wares. The reason 
for this is that while at other stalls the stock is provided by gift, this is 
not possible with Palestine goods. The Palestinian industries are in no 
position to give presents to intendiog stallholders, nor will they ever 


be if the present belief in the exorbitant price of their products is per- 
sisted in. The holder of the Palestine stail is obliged to pay (and often 
since there is at present no competent organisation for the supply of 
Palestine products he pays quite disproportionately) for his goods, and he 
has to add a profit for the Cause he is helping. Patrons of such functions 
‘ls stocked with articles of utility and beauty, and they note prices 
that compare favourably with current prices of the day, and then turn to 
the Palestine stall and immediately notice a discrepancy. It is gratifying 
that there are still many who, for sentimental reasons, will gladly pay 
Mtrinsically dearly for Palestine products. But without wishing in any 
Way to disparage the splendid efforts of so many ardent workers, we 
would point out that by the establishment of Palestinian industries on a 
frm financial and commercial basis, our organisation hopes to inaugurate 
aD era When any fanctions at all in aid of the monetary support of Pales- 
tine will no longer be necessary.

Mr. HENRY LICHTENSTEIN (Manchester). 

Deep regret is felt among the Manchester Jewish community at the 
passing of Mr. Henry Lichtenstein, who was for many years an active 
member of the Manchester Great Synagogue, serving as Warden for a 
period of three years. The deceased's wife was a granddaught r of the 
late Professor D. M. Isaacs, who preceded the late Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon 
as Minister of the Great Synagogue. 

A TRIBUTE. 

Mr. SIDNEY SALOMON writes: May I be permitted to pay a tribute of 
affectionate respect to the memory of Henry Lichtenstein, whose 
untimely death will be mourned far outside the immediate circle of his 
family. It was my privilege to enjoy his friendship from boyhood, and a 
privilege it indeed was to know one who can be truly said to bave 
irradiated kindness. He possessed the rare and enviable quality of 
making one feel that you and not he was to be thanked if he 
was asked to render a service. And coupled with this charming 
faculty was an old-world courtesy, which is as rare to-day as it was 
sincere. He was a devout son of Israel, but tolerant withal, ani a true 
type of an English gentleman. In his home life he was singularly blessed, 
but the shadow ofa great tragedy overhung it. His only son, a youth 
of charming personality and great promise was killed in the Great War, 
and the wound in the father’s heart was never healed. He has left 
behind him a memory fragrant with its deeds of unsvifishness and acts of 
loving kindness. 


Tue Rev. M. FINKELSTEIN (Birkenhead). 

Prior to his sermon on the first day of Shebuoth, Rabbi M. Levy 
referred to the death of the Rev. M. Finkelstein, the late Minister of 
Birkenhead, who had served that Congregation for a period of twenty-one 
years and retired from the Ministry to join his family in London three 
years ago.

Dearth of Jewish Hospital Nurses. 

The Lord Mavor of London, Sir Charles Batho, opened the exten- 
sion to the London Jewish Hospital on Wednesday afternoon of last 
week. Among those present were :— 

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire and Mrs. Hertz, The Lady Ma yoresa 
and the Sh riffa. Mr. James A. de Rothschild, Lord Knutaford, Sir Samuel! and 
Lady Instone, The Mayor and Mayoress of Stepney, Councillor and Mrs. Gs. Grovea, 
Mr. John Scurr, M.P., Lieut.-Colonel J. B. Dodge, D.S.0., Dr. A. Goodman Levy 
and Mrs. Goodman Levy, Mr. Bernhard Baron, Dr. and Mrs. A. Giaster, Mr. and 
Mrs. Leon Rueff. Mr. and Mrs. Louis B. Baron, Dr. and Mra. J. Burnford, Mr. 
and Mrs. Albert M. Cohn, Mr. and Mrs. EF. B. Kapp, and Dr. and Mrs. L. Lie bster. 

The Chairman of the Hospital, Dr. A. Goopman Levy, weleomed the 
Lord Mavor, and in asking him to declare the extension open, paid a tribute 
to Mr. Bernhard Baron, who had given £15,000 to the hospital, saving that 
he was impressed by the fact that Mr. Baron took a personal interest in the 
disposal of the money which he gave to any institution. They had up to the 
present moment succeeded in raising approximately £50.000. which had been 
devoted to building equipment. This sum of money was raised through the 
appeal, for the success of which Mr. James de Rothse hild, the chairman of the 
Appeal Committee, was largely responsible, Dr. Levy referred tothe artificial 
sunlight department, towards the cost of which Mrs. Abraham Davis had 
given f? AW) in memory of her late husband. and said t hat. the whole of the 
hospital's accommodation was now in use with the exception of one ward of 
twenty-two beds. He could not resist the tempt ation of pointing out to them 
the need of an increase in their annual subscriptions and their endowments, 
in order that they might make these beds available to the public without 
incurring the risk of a serious defi lency on account of their maintenance, 

The Curer Rapst then offered up a prayer. 

The Lory Mayor unveiled a tablet, and declared the building open. 


Jews and the City of London. 

Mr. James pE Rorascuitp, in thanking the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress for their attendance, said it was a great pleasure to see them 
associate themselves with the charitable undertakings of the Jewish Com- 
munity, of which that hospital was an outstanding example. Ever since the 
days of Cromwell, the Jews had played an honourable part in the City of 


London, and he could not help recalling that the first Jewish member of the 


House of Commons who was returned in England was his great uncle, Baron 
Lionel, who was returned by the City of London. Mr. de Rothschild also 
alluded to the response of certain Jewish houses in the City to the appeal that 
was made when St. Paul's Cathedral needed reconstruction. ** We are proud,’ 
he said, “ to welcome our distinguished guest to-day, because he embodies a 
great tradition—a great and noble tradition—of civic pride, and a great sense 
of fair play and of justice. It is good to see a new link forged to-day between 
the Chief Magistrate of the City of London and Anglo-Jewry, and it is indeed 
satisfactory that it should be in such a noble cause as this hospital.” 


Lord Knutsford’s Appeal to Jewish Women. 

In the course of a few observations, Lord Anvutsrorp said: * I think 
yrou ought to make vour Jewish women take up nursing. At the present 
moment there is a very great dearth of Jewish girls who take up nursing. 
It is the finest profession open to women. Jewish girls cannot do better 
than devote their lives to the sick ; therefore do your best to get them to join 
the profession.” | 

The Lorp Mayor, in reply, said he appreciated Mr. de Rothschild’s 
reference to the close connection between the City Corporation, which it was 
his privilege to represent, and the Jewish community. He thought it was 
> pose appropriate that he should come there that afternoon as Lord 

ayor, and not only as Lord Mayor, but because he happened to be the 
Alderman of the Ward of Aldgate. He thought he could say without fear 
of contradiction that many of the members of the Jewish community in 
that Ward were personal and great and good friends of his. Speaking on 
the subject of training Jewish girls as nurses, the Lord Mayor said that the 
Jewish Hospital was a complete training school for nurses under the Nursing 
Council. He also learned that something like 30 per cent. of the patients 
treated at the hospital were non-Jews, and the favourable impression thus 
created had served to raise its status in the eyes of the general public. The 
two vital necessities at the moment were increased annual support and con- 
tributions to the endowment fund. The hospital had proved an efficient 
and valuable institution, and it would be a great pity if it were handicapped 
through lack of sufficient funds. If he could do anything to assist the work 
of ~ hospital, concluded the Lord Mayor, he would be only too pleased 
to do so.

VISIT OF THE GOVERNOR OF SORTHERN IRELAND. 

His Grace, the Governor of Northern Ireland, the Duke of Abercorn, 
K.G.K.P., accompanied by the Duchess of Abercorn, Lady Katherine 
Hamilton, their daughter, and members of their staff honoured the Jewish 
Community by attending the service in the synagogue on the first day of 
Shabuct. Upon their arrival the Duke and Duchess were received by 
Rabbi Shachter and Mrs. Shachter, Mr. S. Freeman, J.P., the President, 
and Mrs. Freeman, Mr. M. E. Miller, Vice-President, Mr. S. Freeman, Jur. 
Treasurer, and Mr. H. Goldblatt, Hon. Secretary. UVrior to entering the 
synagogue, members of the Executive and the Committee were presented, 
and Miss Joan Goldblatt presented a bonquet to the Duchess. The choir, 
under the direction of the Rev. 8. D. Barnett, sang Baruch Iiabo, and 
seats for the viceregal party were placed immediately in front of the 
Wardens’ box. 

Following the singing of Va To’u and Psalm xx! and the recital of 
the prayer for the Royal Family, Rabbi Shachter preachel a. sermon, 
taking as his text: “If my covenant be not day and night, I have not 
appointed the ordinances of Heaven and Earth” (Jeremiah x*xiii., v.25). 
The Rabbi, in the course of his sermon, extended a welcome to the vice- 
regil party. He said that the visit of the Duke and Duchess was unique 
in the bistory of the congregation. ‘The loyalty of the Jewish peonle was 
not merely a cold civic fact, it was a precept of their religion laid to heart 
and faithfully observed by all. The empire had been richly rewarded, 
for the Jews had risen to the height of their civic duties and had actively 
shared the common interests of the nation. As regards the particular 
Province in the citiz-nsbip of which they were proud to have a place, he 
felt happy to state that they as citizens of Ulster were ever endeavouring 
to seek its peace and welfare. The service ended with a special praye: 
for the Duke and Duchess and their family, and the singing of Adon Alom. 

At the conclusion of the service, anaddress of welcome was presented 
to his Grace. in which thanks were expressed for the honour conferred 
upon the community. The addr.ss, which was written. on vellum and 
was in the form of a scroll of the law, was contained in a special casket. 

The Governor, in reply, said: “ Rabbi Shachter and members of the 
Belfast Jewish Commuonity~—It is to me a very great pleasure to come 
among you to-day, and this pleasure is especially enhanced hy the cordial 
address which you have jast presentedtome. As the representative of 
the King in Northern Ireland, I am pleased to note the sentiments of 
loyalty which you express and lam most gratified to find you such loyal 
citizens of Northern [reland, On behalf of the Duch’ss and of myself, I 
thank you for giving us this opportunity of meeting you here to-day and 
for the kindly references you have made about us both, and I re-echo the 
hope that peace and prosperity may always obtain in our midst.’

My Dear COUSIN,

Where exactly is Kempen? Look at a map of pre-war Germany and 
draw a straight line from Breslau to the extreme right until you reach 
the old Polish frontier, and you shall find a number of clustering town- 
ships and hamlets which formed a diminutive Jewish Pale. There was 
and Oels, and Wartenberg and Kempen. A century ago the 
last-named town had six theusand inhabitants of whom four thousand

were Jews. They dominated the life of the place just as their beautiful 
eynac: dominated the town.

Like all other Ghettos, Kempen did not lose sight of the need of educa 

tion. Long before the government insisted on universal elementary 
education, provision had been made in Kempen, as elsewhere where 
Jew lived, for the schooling of the children. The Cheder 
was, indeed, a poor sort of school, and the LDardek-Melamined (the 
teacher of small children) a poor sort of teacher. But the children 
did learn, and the system produced not only a scholarly rabbinate, but 
also an instructed laity. . There came to my knowledge the other day that 
the pareuts ofa Christian child attending one of the Jewish denominational! 
schools in London insisted that be should learn Hebrew. A similar case 

occurred in Kempen on one occasion. A Protestant joiner who prided 
hunself on his knowledge of the Bible, took it into his head that his only 
‘son should become a pastor. To this end he wanted to acquire the holy 
language, and what better place to do this than the Cheder’? Accordingly 
the Protestant boy sat side by side on the benches with bis Jewish play. 
fellows and learned such Hebrew as they did. 

Strangely enough, Kempen was among the first Jewish commuritics 
which enjoyed the advantage of a real schoolon a smail scale. Ths 
English Missionary Society, owing doubtless to its efficient intelligencers, 
realised the importance of Kempen as a Jewish centre, and sent an agent, 
half teacher and half missionary, to work in the Lord’s vineyard. Need- 
less to say, it was another case of love's labour Jost. . Jewish life in 
Kempen was too deeply rooted for the London Missionary Society to make 
any impression upon it, and before long the agent of the Society found it 
far more profitable to give private piano lessons than to attempt 
missionary work. Perhaps this was the first ray of West Enropean 
civilisation which penetrated the Ghetto of Kempen. Whether there was 
any connection between the agent of the Missionary Society and the 
stream of emigrants from the Kempener Ghetto to this country it is 
difficult to determine. In any event, a goodly number of Kempener Jews 
came to England, where they earned their livelihood as pediars and 
shopkeepers, and presently gave evidence of their prosperity by sending 
“home” regular or occasional sums of money. The more enterprising 
spirits wandered further afe ld, and New York, St. Louis and Chicago 
doubtless boast of a good many Jewish citizens whose origin was the 
Ghetto of Kempen. The great majority of them obtained local fame as 
busy merchants, skilled pbhysiciams, clever lawyers and God-fearing 
Rabbis. One, however, enjoyed more than local fame : I refer to Samuel 
Holdheim (1806-1860), whose name will go down in Jewish history, 
whether for praise or blame, as one of the earlies: “reform ” rabbis of the 
nineteenth century. 

Al) this may be Kempener small beer. If, however, we had small 
beer of this kind touching the life of a large number of Ghettes, we should 
be able to form a true picture of Jewish life in the past. Toledo and 
Cordova and Saragossa will enjoy their splendid reputation as long as 
there are annals of Jewish history. Bat will anyone say that Kempen 
in its own way was of lessimportance? Life was clearly cribbed, cabined 
and confined; but somehow one gets the impression that it was on 4 
higher level than the bon Jewish life around it; and more than that, 
that it produced citizens with notable qualities. To-day Kempen has 
been incorporated in the Republic of Poland. It is a Jewish town no 
longer. In place of the four thousand Jewish inhabitants of a hundred 
years ago you will find there to-day no more than 35 or 40 families. 
Perbaps this is symptomatic of the decay of the Ghetto. But it is of no 
avail to wring one’s hands in face of the progress of time. We sometimes 
forget that just as outside forces produced and moulded Ghetto life, so 
outside forces are moulding Jewish life in our own time. 

Kempen must still recall sweet memories if not to the children of 
that Ghetto, at least to the grandchildren. Memories of this kind stir 
one strangely. My interest was not due directly to such memories, but 
to the more general historical fact which was brought to my names by -_ 
old gentleman when he spoke quite casually of the Society of _ Kempener 
Jews in London, ,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for Tax Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


“And he shall begin to save Israel out of the hand of the 
Philistines. —Judge 


Of all the life stories drawn for us in Holy Writ, that of Samson is the 
blrangest—the most. difficult to place in its proper perspective in the 
pageant of Biblical characters. It cannot be judged by the usual 
standards of conduct prevalent in well ordered communities. There were 
those, even among the Rabbis, who attributed the story of Samson's 
life to strange legends of super-men, that were current in Israel as 
ainong other ancient peoples. Allowance must certainly be made fora 
certain oriental exaggeration, a desire to enlarge on the valour and the 
accomplishments of Israel's doughty champion against the Philistines. 
There must further be borne in mind the extraordinary conditions 
under which he lived. It was a rough and lawless period of 
Jewish history. Israel had been barbarised by continuous warfare. 
Bword-law and the vendetta reigned supreme. Expeditions were under- 
taken for mere pillage and plunder. Treachery and robbery and assassina- 
tion met with no ‘condemnation even among the rulers. Those nearest 
and dearest could :be sacrificed to fulfil a rash vow, as in the case of 
Jephthah. Everything was subordinated to the spiritof warfare. And 
this warfare was not a struggle carried on by a united people for the sake 
of its independence. Israel had become enslaved to their own selfish- 
ness and to the idolatrous practices of their neighbours. Only when the 
hand of the enemy became absolutely intolerable there would arise at 
long intervals some leader who would endeavour with or without 
the help of his tribe to “save Israel from the hand of the Philis- 
tines.” Sometimes they were “Judges,” in the sense that they ruled 
a section of the people in peace, as well as led them out to war. Often 
they were but champions on the battlefield, who claimed a lordship over 
some section of the people in reward for their temporary victories. 
Samson's vocation was altogether peculiar, He never appears to have 
commanded an army of his own people. Neither did he really brea’: the 
yoke of Philistia. He was destined to begin to deliver Israel ovt of the 
hands ofthe Philistines. That beginning perhaps consisted in the fact 
that from his person could be learned the lesson of what israel really 
needed in order that she might ultimately prevail over the Philistine. 
Damson's supernatural strength and wondrous daring were sufficient 
to demonstrate to them that might and victory were, if D.vinely 
directed, not the monopoly of the enemy whom they had feared 
forso many years. No less did they need tho lesson that could 
be derived from the fact that when Samson departed from the 
Divine guidance, symbolised for him by his Nazarite vow, his strength 
ebbed utterly away, and he was powerless until he had, in however 
Strange a way, once more made his peace with God. Nor is there any- 
thing more striking in the story than the constant contrast that is drawn 
between Samson's physical strength and his moral cowardice; between 
his bitter struggle with the Philistine without, and his abject surrender 
to the Philistine within. The contrast is the more vivid, because we are 
Shown at the commencement of the story something of the home of 
Samson's childhood. His mother, whose name is not given, and Manoah 
his father, are evidently simple and pious country folk, startled and fearful 
at being made the recipients of a message from oh High. They are 
anxious to conform with the acts of self-denial that are to be the 
Outward sign and the abiding rule of the child, who is “to save 
Israel from the hand of the Philistines.” Whether too much stress 
was laid by his ‘parents on these outward signs and too little on the real 
practice of self-control we do not know. It is evident from the 
whole biography that self-control was the one thing that Samson lacked, 
the one thing that prevented his success in the task to which he had been 
dedicated from birth. We find this illustrated in the first story about him 
(Judges xiv.). It was difficult for the guests at his wedding feast with 
the daughter of the Philistines to solve the riddle that ¢amson pro. 
pounded to them. How should they know that single-handed he had slain 
the lion that “roared against him?” Neither could they guess how 
Strange a place the bees had chosen in which to deposit their honey. 
But one thing they knew full well, that through Samson's weak 
infatuation the secret could not be withheld. Again, in the 
events that led to his ultimate capture by the Philistines they 
could not imagine wherein lay his great strength. But they knew 
sufficient of his weakness to employ Delilah to entice him to confess, that 
80 they might achieve their end, and set Israel's strong man to grind for 
them in the prison house or to make sport for them in honour of their god. 
Poor blind deluded Samson, what a sad end for him who was destined at 
least to begin to deliver Israel from the hand of the Philistine. But 
perliaps his strange career was indeed the beginning of their deliverance. 
Perhaps it was from his life they learned that if they cast away 
their strange gods and the sensuous immorality which was a 
feature of their worship, they also might acquire the strength 
they had so greatly lacked and with Israel’s God upon their 
side might prevail once more against the Philistines. Perhaps 
from Samson's life they learned the lesson, that in yielding to 
Dagon and to Baal, and joining in the sins of the nations among whom they 
lived, they also, like Samson in Delilah’s arms, would be snared and 
blinded and destroyed. Certainly that lesson did come home to them. 
israel was in fact delivered from the Philistines, not by Samson the 
sensualist, but by Samuel the seer. It is the man of vision who leads, 
not he who follows after the low desires of his heart and of his eyes.

Other solutions are suggested by the Jewish commentators. Ibn EF 
¢.q., thinks that in the probationary period of five years light tasks w, 
assigned to the Levite, but when he reached thirty he had to “serve 
bear burdens.” Nachmanides proposes that the census was restricted |) 
Levites between thirty and fifty, because they only were responsible ! 
the care of the Tabernacle; but men of twenty-five were called upon to 
offer themselves voluntarily as assistants in the work. 

In the later Biblical literature, we find Levites officiating at the ace 
oftwenty. See Ezra iii., 8; 1 Chron. xxiii., 24, 27; If Chron, xxxi., 1) 
and in the apocryphal book, | Esdras v. 55, there is the statement “ Ani 
they appointed the Levites from twenty years old over the works of the 
Lord.” The explanation of the change is doubtless to be sought in the 
factthat only a few Levites returned from |Babylon to the Holy Lani 
(see Ezra viii, 15ff.). Since it was impossible to go outside the tribe o! 
Levi for additional ministers, the age limit had of necessity to be lowerci. 

Verse 26. “And whatsoever there may be todo with them.” This 
translation is rather vague and does not clearly express the intention of 
the original. The Jewish commentators also do not explain it satis. 
factorily. Rashi adopts the rendering of the Targum, “and whatever is 
delivered to them,” i.c. to the Gershonites. This involves a usage of 
the verb M@WY which can hardly be defended. Both Ibn Ezra sani 
Nachmanides refer “ with them ” to the appurtenances of the Taberna: le 
and are undoubtedly correct in doing so, but neither of them acc 
for the verb. The most literal translation is the one which ‘dives 
the best interpretation, viz., “and whatsoever there may be to do 
them.” The various hangings and articles of furniture would necessa: 
wear out in course of time and need repairing; and the verse infor: 
that such renovation was in the charge of the Gershonites. 

Verse 27. The latter part of the verse is very difficult to cons! 
The usual English rendering is “and ye shall appoint unto them in cha 
all their burden,” which certainly corresponds to the Hebrew but docs 
not yield good sense. The sudden introduction of the second person 
plural “and yo shall appoint” is quite unexpected, as it is also in ve! 
32. In verses 29 and 30 we have “thou Shalt number,” the subject being 
Moses, and the Septuagint also reads the singular in the present verse. 

Although I am usually averse to emendation as a means of solving 
difficulties in a Biblical text, it is justified when slight changes, which 
have some authority behind them, turn an incoherent Hebrew sentency 
into crammatical and understandable Hebrew. Ebriichis able to extract 
a proper meaning from the text by two slight alterations. He first\y 
notes that some MSS omit PN and thinks it should be left out. Secondy 
he points SM1P51 not as a verb, but as a noun, reading uphehudda': 
He thus secures the translation, “And their supervision over them 5s!)

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American Immigration Law. 


Preference for Citizens’ Relatives. 

The House of Representatives has passed by a large majority the 
Bill introduced by Congressman Jenkins granting exemption from the 
immigration quota to unmarried children under the age of twenty-one and 
the husbands and wives of American citizens. Husbands and wives and 
children under twenty-one of aliens lawfully admitted to the United 
States for permanent residence are given preference in the Bill up to 50 
per cent. of each quota. Parents of American citizens are given prefer- 
ence in the remaining 50 per cent. of the quota, together with skilled 
agricultural workers who are now cntitled to preference within that 50 
per cent. The wives and children of aliens lawfully admitted to the 
United States for permanent residence will also be admitted within the 
unexhausted portion of this second 50 per cent. of the quota. The Bill 
will now go before the. Senate for consideration. 


World Union for Progressive Judaism. 


United States Delegates Elected. 


The American delegation to the Conference of the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism, which is to be held in Berlin in August, has 
just been appointed by the Union of American Hebrew Congregations.

Position of Jewish Refugees. 


Advisory Committee at Geneva. 


The Advisory Committee on Refugees which is attached to the 
International Labour Office held its meeting at Geneva last week under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Albert Thomas, the Director of the International 
Labour Office. The High Commissioner for Refugees, Dr. Nansen, was 
represented by the Assistant High Commissioner, Mr. Johnson. Captain 
Childs submitted a detailed report on his mission to South America to 
investigate, the possibilities of transferring the refugees to South 
America. He spoke warmly of the Jewish Colonies of South America 
which he characterised as models. The Jewish organisations were 
represented by Mr. Lucien Wolf, on behalf of the Jewish Colonisation 
Association (Ica) and the Joint Foreign Committee of the Board of 
Deputies of the British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Association, Mr. Z,. 
Aberson, on behalf of the Emigdirekt, and Dr. Pines, on behalf of the 
Federation of Russian Jews in Germany. 

The Committee formulated a number of recommendations relating 
to measures to be taken for improving the legal position of the Russian 
and Armenian refugees. It has also taken note of the various projects 
which have ‘been drawn up on the subject of the refugees, and it has 
expressed its wish that the evacuation of the Russian refugees still in 
Constantinople should be speeded up. There were at one time about 
three thousand refugees in Constantinople, including about 700 Jews. 
Some of these have already been evacuated and it is intended to transfer 
a large number of the remainder to South America and France. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf subsequently said that he was very satisfied with 
the results of the co-operation of the Jewish organisations and the 
International Labour Office in the field of refugee aid. Mr. Tcherniak 
took part in the work of the Constantinople Advisory Committee on 
behalf of the Ica and the Joint. Of the sum of 100,000 dollars which had 
been received from the United States for refugee work, 3,000 dollars 
Came from the Joint Distribution Committee. 


The first group of forty-five Russian Jewish refugees has left 
Constantinople for Uruguay and Brazil. The Turkish Government has 
ordered all the 700 Russian Jewish refugees to leave the country by 
February, 1929, and the work is being done through the medium of the 
International Labour Organisation, :which is administering the 100,000 
dollar fund raised in America for this purpose.

Thousands Homeless and Destitute. 


The entire Jewish quarter in the Georgian town of Kutais, a large 
Jewish centre, bas been burnt down. 59 Jewish houses have been 
totally destroyed and 6,000 Jews are homeless. 22 Jews have lost their 
lives and over 30) have been seriously injured. The damage is 56 great 
that the local relief measures are insufficient to cope with the distresa, 
and funds are being collected throughout the Soviet Union in order to 
relieve the situation.

Jewish Colonies in the Ukraine and Crimea. 
Report of Government Inspector. 


Mr. Smidovitch, the Vice-President of the Union of Soviet Republics 
and head of the Government Commission for Jewish Land Settlement 
(Comzet), who has been inspecting the Jewish Colonies in the Crimea, 
has just returned to Moscow. In an interview which he gave to the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency representative inthe presence of Mr. Kalinin, 
the President of the Union of Soviet Republics, he said that he had found the 
Jewish colonists in a state of depression, but thatthere was no panic. In tho 
Simferopol and Jankoy districts and the Agrojoint area, the winter sowing 
had been damaged in some colonies to ‘the extent of fifty per cent or 
more. “Nevertheless,” Mr. Smidovitch said, “ there is no crisis in the 
Jewish colonies. Thecold has bean severe and the colonists have been 
freezing all the spring, evenon May Day. Their houses contain only one 
window. They had no bread and no fodder for their cattle. Yet the 
old colonists, who settled in the colonies during 1925 and 1926 are not 
discouraged. They regard the difficailties as only temporary. Mean- 
while they are re-sowing their flelds, mostly with maize in order to 
provide food for their live-stock until the crop of the coming year. There 
is good hope of the spring crop because of the rains which fell recently.” 

The Agrojoint offices in Moscow have issued a statement in the course 
of which the position in the colonies is reviewed. The unfortunate 
climatic conditions had adversely affected the Jewish colonies in the 
districts of Cherson Krwoyrogjwhere the winter crop had been almost 
entirely killed by frost. In the new Agrojoin® colonies in the Crimea, 
however, the situaticn in regard to winter wheat is considered satisfactory. 

The Yiddish Communist central organ EMESS, says that the colonies 
which have suffered most are Yidendorf with 463 families and an area of 
3,4000 desiatin of land, Shalom Aleichem with 551 families: and 2,449 
desiatin of land, Emess with 2,900 desiatin, Ersht Mai with 3,214 desiatin, 
Neiheim with 2,710 desiatin, Kazkoroff with 400 desiatin and the 35th 
Yishevy with 600 desiatin. 


Foreign and Dominions News Items.

The Federation of Jewish Teachers in 
Bessarabia has pledged all its teachers in the Jewish schools to give one 
day’s pay for the help of the victims. 

STEPAN MILTCHUCK, one of the ringleaders of the Proskurov pogrom 
of 1919, has been sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment. He was 
arrested a few weeks ago, after being recognised in the street by one of 
the victims of the pogrom. 

THe Warsaw Rabbinate has decided at a special sitting to warn all 
Jews who leave the Jewish Community and declare themselves “ Konfes- 
sionslos ” (of no religion) that they will be regarded as renegades and will 
be refused all Jewish rites. This decision has been adopted in order to 
counter the recent extensive move among Warsaw Jews who have been 
leaving the Jewish Community in order to evade payment of the increased 
Jewish Community taxes. 

Ata general meeting of the Dublin Hebrew Congregation held 
recently at the Schoolrooms, Adelaide Road, Messrs. Edwin M. Solomons, 
M.A., and Arthur Newman, P.C., were elected representatives of the 
congregation on the Board of Deputies for the ensuing three years.

DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

In the House of Lords. on Wednesday in last week, LORD ISLINGTON 
asked the Government what progress had been made towards the settle- 
ment of the Dead Sea Concession, and what consideration was being given 
to an application for developing the enterprise on the basis of a “ merger” 
of interests under British control, made to them in February last by a 
powerful British group with the necessary capital, and wiiling to accept 
conditions more favourable than any yet put forward. 

LOrnp THOMSON complained of the delay in the settlement of this 
matter, the first application for the concession having been mace as far 
back as 1918. 

LORD LOVAT (Parliamentary Secretary for the Dominions) said delay 
was inévitable seeing that megotiations had to be carried on step by 
step with the concurrence of the Goveromen's of Palestine and Traus- 
Jordania. The reply of these Governments to a report on the negotia- 
tions which had been in progress, was now awaited, and meanwhile 
it would be inadvisable to enter into details. The backing of the group 
connected with the names of Mr. Novomeysky and Major Tulloch was 
considered suffi*ient for what was to be regarded as the exploratory and 
initial stages of the work. With regard to the group mentioned by Lord 
Islington, it was for them to approach the original concessionaires and see 
if they could come to an agreement. If two strong groups got together, 
making a go-ahead policy possible from the start, he could not conceive 
of the Government taking au unfavourable view, provided fair treatment 
was given to the original concessionaires. In the meanwhiie if the 
Governments of Palestine and Transjordania approved, the Government 
would proceed with the negotiations with the original group, 

VISCOUNT HALDANE described the reply ofthe Government as unsatis- 
factory. 

LORD GAINFORD expressed doubt whether British interests were 
being sufficiently considered. 

LORD BANBURY said he hoped the concessions would be given to au 
English firm, and that special arrangements would be made in case of 
War. 

The EARL OF BIRKENHEAD said the charge of delay was founded on 
failure to understand the sequence of events. There was no satisfactory 
response when applications were invited in 1925 and the term was 
extended until 1927. In September 1927 the Crown Agents were 
authorised to open negotiations on behalfof the Palestine and Transjor- 
danian Governments for the conclusion of anagreement laying down terms 
for the grants and concessions. ‘Those discussions were still in progress. 
He would undertake that the names of those concerned should be laid 
before Parliament before any binding agreement was signed, but he could 
not undertake that the terms of the agreement should be laid before 
Parliament. That had never been the practice, and no delicate negotia- 
tion could ever be conducted if other interests could press Members of 
Parliament to stipport their schemes. 

LORD ISLINGTON -pressed to a division a motion for papers, which 
Was negatived by Js votes to 25. 


THE HOLY PLACES. 

In the House of Commons last week, Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN, 
replying to Col. J. C. WEDGWooD (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) said 
that there had been no negotiations with. nor pledges given to, the Italian 
Giovernment with reference to the protection of the Holy Places in Pales- 
tine by the Italian Government.

PALESTINE HIGH COURT'S RULING. 

The Palestine High Court has confirmed the decision of the Jaffa 
District Court handed down las: February under which the Tel-Aviv 
Sabbath Observance Ordinance was declared illegal and in contradiction 
to Article T5 of the Palestine Mandate, on the ground that it established 
a principle of discrimination by forbidding Sabbath trade to Jews only. 


The Palestine Government is expected to appeal against the decision of 


the High Court to the Privy Council in London. 

The case arose out of the action of a Jewish shopkeeper in Tel-Aviv, 
named Altshuler, who was fined by the Municipal Court for violating the 
Tel-Aviv Sabbath Observance Ordinance. Mr. Altshuler appealed to the: 
Jaffa District Court, which decided that the Ordinance was illegal. The 
Public Prosecutor and the Palestine Attorney-General contended that every 
municipality is entitled to issue Ordinances to secure order in the town, 
and that there was no discrimination involved in the Ordinance which 
was not contradictory to the principle of Article 15 of the Palestine Man- 
date. They cited in support of their contention Article 23 of the Palestine 
Mandate, which lays it down that “the Administration of Palestine shall 
recognise the Holy Days of the respective communities in Palestine as 
legal days of rest for the members of such communities.” 


Football in Palestine. 


TEAM TO VISIT ENGLAND. 


Sir Alfred Mond has given a sum of £2,000 for the purpose of organisin,: 
a team of Palestine footballers to go to England in order to play matches 
with British teams. 

For the first time since the British occupation, the English teams in 
Palestine, which have hitherto held the Palestine Cup, lost it in the semi- 
final football competitions held last month, when the English team of 
Gaza was beaten by the Hapoel of Tel-Aviv in Jerusalem, and the British 
Police selected team was defeated by the Hapoel at Haifa. The final, to 
be played shortly between the Maccabee-Hashinonai of Jerusalem or the 
Hlapoe! team of Haifa and the Hapoel of Tel-Aviv, will decide which of 
these three groups will win the Palestine Cup this year. 

Duriog his last visit to Palestine in March, Sir Alfred Mond kicked off 
in a football match betweentvie Tel-Aviv Maccabee and the Palestine 
Police. The Maccabee won that game, scoring two goals against one 
scored by their Opponents. The Maccabee then elected Sir Alfred an 
honorary imnember.

SERIOUS OPPOSITION. 

Dr. Weizmann, President of the World Zionist Organisation, 
and Mr. Felix M. Warburg, Chairman of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, who is one of the American members of the non-partisan Jewi«h 
Agency Commission, arrived at Paddington Station on Tuesday afternoon 
from the United States, having travelled on board the “ Mauretania.” 
They have arrived here to a‘tend the first meeting, to begin in London on 
Jume 9th, of the non-partisan Jewish Agency Commission, under the 
agreement conciuded on January Il7th, 1927, betweea Dr. Weizmann on 
behalf of the Zionist Orgauisation, and Mr. Louis Marshall, representing 
an American non-Zionist group. 

Mr. Louis Marshall, Dr. Lee K. Frankel and Dr. Maurice B. Hexter, 
who will also attend the moecting, willsail from New York on board the 
Majestic” to-morrow. Sir A'fred Mond and Mr. Oscar Wassermann, 
Director of the Deutsche Bank, and other members of the Commission, 
will also take part in the deliberations, / 

The purpose of the meeting is to consider and act upon the reports of 
the experts who have investigated the agricultural, industrial, financial 
and labour possibilities and problems of Palestine witha view toenabling 
the Commission to make findings and recommendations as to the best 
methods of furthering the development of the country under the terms 
of the Mandate of the League of Nations for the establishment of a 
Jewish National Home in Palestine. 


“UNDER FALSE AUSPICES.” 


who returned this week from his American journey 
{writes the Editor in yesterday’s JEWISH WORLD), brings with him, o: 
after him. some distinguished fellow-Jews from the other side. Men 
like Mr. Warburg and Mr. Louis Marshall possess names that are no less 
respected iu this country than in that of which they are honoured citizens. 
itis to be hoped that the opportunity of their visit will be taken by the 
Angio-Jewish Community to show the appreciation of them and the 
splendid work which throughout their lives they have done for the Jewish 
people. Dr. Lee Frankel and Mr. Hexner, who are also expected from 
America, are experts of high attainments, while Mr. Oscar Wasserman, 
of Berlin, who is to meet the American. deputation, is a foremost Jew in 
Germany. A warm welcome on tie part of Anglo-Jewry should be 
accorded to all these gentlemen. But the auspices under which they are 
coming to England is at once a false one, and is likely to stand in the 
way of that genera! recognition to which ! allude. For in some way o: 
the other they are regarded as vudertaking a Zionist mission, and it will 
probably be left to Zionists to pay to them the public respects that are 
their due. Their purpose in coming here, however, is not really a Ziov ist 
one. In fact it is auti-Zionist, because it is in order to form the extended 
Jewish Agency, which they frankly tell us they intend to use in order to 
help in the rehabilitation of Palestine, by Jews perhaps, but without the 
upbuilding of a Jewish National Home there. 


Deputy Gruenbaum’s Comments. 

In the course of an article in the Warsaw Yiddish daily, the HAJNrT, 
Deputy I. Griinbaum, the leader of the Polish Zionist Opposition, writes, 
in reference to the meeting of the Commission : 

We are told from Jerusalem that the Palestine Zionist Executive is prepar- 
ing a detailed pian of work for submission to the meeting. This shows that the 
experts of the Commission have no programme of their own. The Palestine 
Zionist Executive is doing well in putting forward a plan of its own drawn up 
on the basis of its experiences.

PALESTINE APPEAL SUPPORTS MR. LIPSKY. 

iv a large majority, the National Conference of the United Palestine 
Appeal has resolved to support the present administration (under Mr. 
Louis Lipsky), of the Zionist Organisation of America. The Conference 
bas given its approval to the action of the Administration in making an 
advance tothe Zion Commonwealth amounting to a sum of 500,000 dollars 
which had been the trump card of the Opposition in its charges of mis- 
management against the Administration. The Opposition had accused 
the Administration of having made the advances without authority, 
contending that it was guilty in this respect of diversion of funds. 

1,948,812 dollars have been received by the United Palestine Appeal 
incash, according to the financial report submitted to the Conference, 
and there are still many campaigns to be held which will bring in 
alditional sums. The month of June has been proclaimed by the 
Conference as redemption month in which to carry out the collection ofa 
million dollars in cash for the United Palestine Appeal, 

Dr. Joseph Krimsky, President of the Jewish National lund of 
America, has tendered his resignation. He expresses his full agreement 
with the policy of Dr. Weizmann, but adds that “a more satisfactory 
and effective leadership in the American Zionist Organisation would 
as-ist tremendously in removing the obstacles and difficulties which now 
hamper and frustrate the course of the upbuilding of Palestine.” 
new President of the Fund is Mr. Joseph Barondess. 

The Executive of the Zionist Organisation of America has unanimously 
decided to authorise the Administrative Committee of the Organisation 
to take steps to bring about the complete adherence of the Hadassah 
Women’s Zion st Organisation to its agreement with the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America. The resolution is interpreted asa possible move towards 
disciplining the Hadassah, which may lead toan abrogation ofits agreement 
with the American Zionist Organisation, the result of which would be to 
prevent delegates of the Hadassah attending the forthcoming Convention 
of the Zionist Organisation of America.

Dr. Weizmann Attacks the Opposition. 

In the course of his farewell address delivered to the United Palestine 
Appeal Conference on the eve of his departure for London, Dr. Weizmann 
castigated the American Zionist Opposition. The programme of building 
Palestine by a series of corporations, he said, meant building the country 
without money and reducing the Zionist Organisation-to a chain of 
successful or unsuccessful corporations. America, Dr. Weizmann said, 
had sc far provided no s:iccessfal private initiative for Palestine, nor a 
single Chalutz. “Ifthe Opposition is going to fight on this ground,” he 
concluded, “Iam ready to meet them in the Zionist Congress. I shall 
not again allow the cutting down of the educational budget and the 
‘de-souling of the Movement.”

All Zionists who in those early days co-operate:| 
in the Movement will fully share Mr. Cowen’s great admiration for 
the late leader, who would have been the first to honour David 
Wolffsohn’s memory. 

Wolffsohn had more than his share of suffering from the 
quarrels in the Zionist Organisation. His name instead of that of 
Herzl, may be read in Mr. Cowen’s recollections. ‘These quarrels 
simply broke the spirit of Wolffsohn, and he died worn out by the 
fights in the Zionist ranks.’ There you will find again the whole

Sir,—A meeting of the Board of the Hebrew University, to be héld in 
Tondon early next month, is expected to decide whether the Jerusalem 
University is to De transformed into a teaching institution or to be left as it is, 
The public demand for a drastic reform has been growing in strength for some 
months. The Board of Governors, referring to this demand in a communiqu: 
issued a few weeks ago, stated that a competent sub-committee was busy 
preparing a detailed report, “with due regard to the general situation of 
Jewish undergraduates both in Palestine and abroad.’ En passant, the 
communiqué described the movement in favour of a. reform as “ agitaticn 
initiated by the Revisionist Party ’; a truth of which we Revisionists are 
not at all ashamed. 

Three years ago we were charged with heresy for saying that the ~ Uni- 
versity ’’ inaugurated in Jerusalem with such solemnity was neither a uni- 
versity nor even the beginning of one ; to-day, this seems to be admitted by 
everyone except the small group responsible for the absurd situation on 
Mount Scopus. A university is an institution where students obtain a 
systematic training in one of the branches of higher education, and, when that 
training is completed, receive a diploma enabling them to pursue a vocation. 
Beginning to build a university means, therefore, establishing exactly those 
chairs which will be needed to complete, at least, the first “* year ” of the first 
“ Faculty.”’ But research institutes where learned experimentors, instead 
of imparting to young audiences what science already knows, are absorbed 
in seeking for something yet undiscovered, have no right to go by the name 
of university. A research laboratory may be the crown of an old university s 
development ; it is of very little use as the nucleus of a new one. 

The question is not only one of reason and dignity,or economy of effort 
and money: it also has, unfortunately, a side involving human hardship. 
Hundreds of. young men and women educated in the five or six secondary 
schools of Palestine are still forced to continue their studies abroad, mostly in

Glazed Carrots. 

SCRAPE as many carrots as required; cut lengthwise in halves or 
quarters (according to the size), then into pieces an inch long. Put in 
a stewpan with a small piece of margarine, and cook for a few minutes 
over a gentie heat withont browning. Then add enough stock to cover, 
and a light sprinkling of castor sugar. Cook very gently with the lid off 
until tender, when the stock will be absorbed and the carrots will be 
nicely glazed with thick gravy. | 


Tomato Salad. 

User large tirm English tomatoes. Cut a slice off the top and scoop 
out the pulp, Fill up with diced cucumber and mayonnaise sauce, 
and serve on a bed of lettuce leaves, 


Vegetable Curry. 


Butter, 1 oz. 

Curry powder, 4 teaspoonful, 
Fiour, 1 piled tablespoonful.

Carrots, 4 Ib. 

New potatoes, 4 ib. 
Turnips, 4 Ib.

Milk, & pint. 

Cur the carrots, potatoes and turvips into dice, and boil till tender. 
Elice the onion and fry a golden brown in the butter; then stir in the 
flour and curry powder. Fry a few minutes longer and gradually add 
the milk. Stir till boiling and simmer gently for five or six minutes. 
Season with salt and cayenne, pour over the vegetables, and sprinkle 
with chopped parsley. 


Stewed Leeks. 

Trim off the roots and green ends, and remove the outer coveriny 
of the leeks. Split through lengthwise and wash in several waters until 
free from grit. Stew in well-seasoned stock until tender. Then remove 
the leeks and keep hot, and boil the stock rapidly until it is reduced to 
half. Pour over the leeks and serve very hot.

ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report of the Council states that a Secretary wac 
appointed last September to carry out proposals he had submitted to the 
Council for the organisation of its work. He was authorised to prepare 
an index of contributors and of potential contributors. to communa! 
charities. This index, compiled from lists of synagogue members and 
the annual reports of charities, is in progress. The Council. havins 
agreed that an examination of the merits of co-operative purchasing of 
supplies was desirable, a meeting of representatives of House Committe: 
of a number of charitable instituticns was held in January, which decided 
to set up a smal! sub-committee to investigate in detail the possibility of 
effective savings and to work out a scheme of collective buying if, and 
where, possible. Th report of the Co-operative Purchasing Sub- 
Committee states : 


In acirenlar |ctter sent with a questionnaire, the charities were asked 
they would be wii\.ng to purchase certain articles, not necessarily by contrac: 
if especial reduced terms: could be obtained by co-operative effort. Al! the 
charities and institutions expressed their willingness to co-operate in this 
manner. ‘The replhes to the questionnaire were analysed,a number of whol: 
saic firms were invited to tender for the supply in balk of the specified n 
modities. The tenders received from contractors were analysed, and an 
estimate was made of the savings possible for each institution. The Su! 
Committee found that the total savings theoretically possible in respect of * 
commodities examined, costing £634 in 1927, amount to only £630. and 
as the expenses of a central bureau to deal with co-operative purchasing wou)! 
necessariiy be large, in comparison with the savings possible, the Su! 
Commitee do not nsider expedient or economical for institutions 
purchase throngh the agency ofacentral bureau. The investigation has, how 
ever, yielded this resu.t that the individual institutions purchase so econom 
ally that little would be gained by their purchasing together in balk. The 
Sub-Committee strongivy recommend that representatives of the charities and 
charitable institutions meet together from time to time to discuss prices and

Messrs. 5S. Landau, Chairman, and Mr. S. Alexander, Secretary of the 
above-named Classes, write to us to state that in the report of a mee‘ing 
of the Jewish Religious Education Board, in our issue of the 18th ult., 1% 
was mentioned that the Board had agreed to open “new classes for 
Hoxton” at the Wenlock Road Council School, which was likely to give 
the impression that the Synagogue Classes were no longer in existence, oF 
that, if functioning, they were not efficient. The facts are that the 
Synagogue Classes have met four times weekly for the past three years af 
a Council School. There are at present ninety-one pupils on the roll, of 
which eighteen pay no fees, and a number pay a smalffee. The Classes 
are under the supervision of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, 
and a satisfactory report of a recent examination by the Education 
Supervision Committee of the Union has been submitted. Not only are 
the Classes run on an annual deficit (made up from the Synagogne) of from 
£70 to £80 per annum, but the Synagogue also voluntarily contributes 
4s. 44. per member per annum to the United Synagogue, half of which 
goes towards Religion Classes and Talmud Torahs.

The Oscar Slater Appeal. 


GROUNDS OF PETITION. 


As briefly announced in our last issue, the question of Oscar Slater's 
appeal will come before the Scottish Law Courts on Friday, June 8. The 


_ proceedings will, we understand, be largely formal and of a preliminary 


nature, chiefly for the purpose of fixing the points that have ultimately to 
be decided. 

The original petition was submitted some time ago and submitted that 
Slater was innocent of the charge of murder for which he was convicted, 
that his conviction was “ wrongous and unjust, and a grave miscarriage 
of justice.” 

A supplementary note of appeal on behalf of Slater, who is stated to be 
residing at Mount Olive, Blackburn Road, Ayr, was presented last week and 
is in the following terms :— 

CHARACTER. 

In obedience to the interlocutor (issued by the Appeal Court on April 13, 
1928), the appellant begs respectfully to present this note in supplement 
to the petition which he on March 2, 1928, presented to the Right Honourable 
the Secretary of State for Scotland :— 

(1) Reference is made to the evidence in the cause and to such additional 
evidence as may be allowed by the Court. 

(2) With reference to the second ground of appeal, it is submitted that 
the appellant, not having put his character in issue, the evidence of the 
witness Cameron in cross-examination as to the accused being a person who 
had lived on the proceeds of prostitution (said evidence, in any event, being 
hearsay only) should have been stopped by the Judge, and the jury then and 
there directed to ignore it. Similarly, cross-examination of the witnesses 
Catherine Schwartz and Samuel Reid, directed to eliciting evidence reflecting 
upon the character of the appellant, and to his grave prejudice, should have 
been stopped by the presiding Judge. 

SPEECH FOR PROSECUTION, 3

(7.) (of earlier petition.)}—Reference is made to the evidence for the 
method of identification at New York and at Glasgow. Further, the appellant 
avers that the alleged identification in New York was entirely vitiated in 
respect :— 

(1) That photographs of the appellant were shown to the witnesses, 
Adams and Barrowman, prior to the alleged identification. 

(2) That, having obtamed information as to where the appellant 
could be seen prior to his appearance in Court, the witnesses Lamhbi: 
and Barrowman were taken by the police officers in whose charge they 
were, so as to sce the appellant being brought into Court in custody. — 

(3) That the three crucial -witnesses—Lambie, Barrowman an‘ 
Adams—were all present in Court together when their allewed identi- 
fication took place : 

WITNESSES’ TESTIMONY. 

(8.) The appellant can now show— 

(a) That the witness Mary Barrowman gave di/‘erent 
her movements on the nicht of the crime, and 

(6) That the witness Helen Lambie made statements to a witness 
discovered since the trial, prior and subsequent to the crin 
which would have been material to the consideration of the jury. 

(9.) The appellant avers that the witnesses Barrowman and Lam! 
materially altered their description of the murderer and his clothes, as 
shewn by— 

(a) Their statements to the police ; 
(6) Their depositions ; 
(c) Their evidence in New York ; and 
(d) ‘Their evidence at the trial. 
Reference is made to the police and other official records in the case. 


EVIDENCE ALLEGED WITHHELD. 

(10.) The appellant avers that evidence favourable to him and within 
the knowledge of the Crown and police authorities was withheld from tl» 
consideration of the jury. In particular, the Crown withheld from the 
jury :— 

(1) The evidence of Duncan M’ Brayne, who saw the appellant on the 
night of the crime, who officially identified him at the Central Office, 
Glasgow, as having so seen him, and whose evidence would have been 
of great value to the appellant; and 

(2) The evidence of several witnesses from Liverpool favourable 
to the appellant, and material to the submission of the Crown of the 
appellant's alleged flight from justice. 

The appellant avers that said evidence was withheld by the Crown, to the 
grave prejudice of the appellant, 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE, 

(11.) Under reference to this ground of appeal, the appellant avers 
that the Crown did not disclose to the jury :— 

(1) The medical testimony of Dr. John Adams, the first doctor to 
see the body of Miss Gilehrist, nor his view from his examination o! 
the body that the hammer produced by the Crown was not the weapon 
which caused her injuries, 

(2) The Crown also withheld from the jury the opinion of Professor 
Harvey Littlejohn that the hammer produced was not likely to be the 
weapon which caused the injuries, although the Crown, it is averred, 
had consulted Professor Littlejohn on that very matter. 

The view of Professor Harvey Littlejohn, which was unfavourable to tie 
Crown theory, can now be substantiated by expert medical testimony. 


A WITNESS NOT CALLED. 
(12.) The appellant is now in a position to produce a witness who was not 
called at the trial, who saw the fugitive making away from Miss Gilchrist 3 
house at the time of the crime, and who was not the appellant.

Blackman said that his trans- 
actions with Baronofsky were some for boots and some for accommodation 
heques. He admitted that his filling out the cheques with all sorts. of 
was part of the scheme for hoodwinking the bank. Judge 
vdyment for the plaintiff on the claim and counterclaim, and 
‘marked that it was a case where both partics were at fault, and “ both 
ught to be locked up.”

Mr, C. F. Rowsell, who presided, said that the report and accounts submitted 
reflected, the. steady progress cf the company. The total revenue had increased 
from £156,058 in 1925 and £223,501 in 1926 to £265,566 in 1927, or an increase of 
over £160,000 in the comparison of 1925 and 1927. The adniinistration and 
general expenses for the year were £27,306, as against £20,291 last vear. whilst 
interest on Debentures and loans in amounted to £38,951, as against £70,082 
in the previous year, Which retlected the great reduction of the company’s 
jiabilities. The profit for the year, after writing off some £30,004 as provision 
for bad and doubtfal debts, and carrying a further £36,000 to the reserve account, 
amounted to £147,609), as comipared with the profit for the previons year of 
£126,677, in which year they had not made any provision for bad and doubtful 
debts. A review of their position would show very clearly that they had 
enormously advanced during the last two years, and that their progress had 
been not only substantial but continuous. 

The company retained very substantial interests in the Vereeniging 
Estates, and the directors regarded that company asa valuable investment of 
continually increasing value and potentialities. Its imterests were manv- 
sided. First one might regard it as a great land-owning estate, and he thought 
that the prairie value of their land alone would cover the capital of the 
company. Then, again, on one part of its area, industrialism had become an 
important factor, and many industries were already in operation there. It was 
hardly necessary to say how important to the future of the Vereeniging Estates 
was the imcroase in population and the rapid development which always 
followed from the establishment of an industrial centre. Vereeniging was 
also the chief pleasure suburb of Johannesburg, and a demand was growing for 
land for the erection of private residences. . 


On another side of ite many activities they had the great orchards, 
from which apples of the finest quality were being produced: and sold at 
very good profits, whilst the forests at Maecauviei contained upwards of 
5,000,000 trees, and were amongst the most important timber plantations in 
Africa. Finally, they had the Very great coal possessions, with an output well 
exceeding 2,000,000 tons per annum. 

The Union Steel Corporation of Sonth Africa. in which the company held a 
substantial interest, had established a very important steel industrv in South 
Africa, and, relying upon the bounty promised by the South African Government 
it had taken over and enlarged the Neweastle Iron Company's blast furnaces for 
the production of pig iron. The business was well established. its products 
were aimitted!y of first-class character, and they had recently added reinforcing 
rods and wire to their products, which were amongst the most important of South 
African stee] requirements. If it were not for the Iron and Steel Hill which 
had been passed by the South African Government, he would have no hesita- 
tion in saying that the Union Steel Corporation woald gradually develop into 
one of the greatest industries of South Africa, as the company had had no 
difficulty whatever in. finding all the capital required for its continuous 
ilevelopment to meet the necessities of South Africa.

Auntie’s Chat, 


You know that I never cease to urge you to engage in some form 
of Jewish study, for it is only by saturating ourselves with Jewish 
history and literature that we can become complete Jews with 
individualities of our own, instead of being feeble imitations lacking 
the ballast of character that can alone carry us satisfactorily through 
the sands and shoals that beset our course through life. I am often 
met by the objection that “it is too late to begin.” 1 am told that 
after leaving school it is impossible to start learning Hebrew or to 
commence Jewish studies ofany kind. I should like, in answer to 
this objection, to cite one or two examples from Jewish history to

AKIBA AT THE WELL. 


One of the greatest scholars and sages that ever adorned Jewish 
annals was Rabbi Akiba. And yet he was forty years of age before he 
commenced to study. The Talmud tells us that he was once standing 
by a well and he enquired what had made a deep hollow in 4 stone. 
He was told that it was due tothe water dropping continually on it. 
And then he thought to himself that if the water could wear away 4 
stone he might, by continuous application, make up for his wasted 
years and eventually take his place among the wise men whom he 80 
greatly envied. And he sought out a teacher and learned the Hebrew 
alphabet. He worked his way through the Bible, and then took up 
the study of the Mishna at the feet of Rabbi Eliezer and Rabbi Joshua. 


THE STONECUTTER AND THE MOUNTAIN, 


As each lesson was taught him he went away and turned it over 
in his mind, and then came back with such acute questions that he 
made his teachers revolutionise their methods of exposition. Une 
Rabbi compared his activities to a stonecatter who sat at the top of a 
mountain chipping pieces off with his hammer. — What are you 
doing °” he was asked, and he replied that he was trying to uproot the 
mountain and cast it into the Jordan. They laughed at him, but he 
continue’ at his task, knocking off 1 iece after piece until he had 
reduced the mountain to one big rock ‘.alanced on the top of the cliff.

A BED OF STRAW. 


But he did not attain his goal without great hardship and priva- 
tion. He was separated from his faithful wife, who waited patiently 
for him until he had attained renowa. The story of her loyalty is one 
of the epics of Jewish history. The Talmud tells us that while he was 
studying he used to cut a bundle of straw every day. He weuld sell 
half of it and the other half he used for his own needs. He used to 
kindle a fire with it to warm himself and by its flickering light would 
read his scrolls, and with the rest he made up a couch on which he 
stretched himself at the end of his day's labours. The smoke of his 
fire proved a little too pungent for some of his neighbours, who wanted 
to buy up his straw, 8s ggesting that he should purchase oil with the 
proceeds, but Akiba explained to them the many purposes which it 
served. 

THE ANSWER TO EXCUSES. 

In the world to come, say the Rabbis, when anyone is taken to 
task for having neglected to study and pleads poverty as his excuse, 
the example of Akiba will be cited. If amyone should say that he had 
to care for his children and had no time to study, again Akiba will be 
brought forward, for he supported his family through all the long 
years he was devoting himself to his studies. The Talmud tells us 
that he became rich in the end and his house was adorned with golden 
furniture. His wife, too, had many jewels, and when Akiba was once 
reproached for decking his wife with jewellery he silenced his critics 
by telling them of the privations she had undergone when he was a 
poor student.
